Library judgement 

A HIGH Court judgement this week was 
good news for South Petherton campaign¬ 
ers against their library closure. 

After a three day hearing Judge Martin 
McKenna ruled that councils acted unlaw¬ 
fully by not considering the impact on 
vulnerable people living in Somerset and 
Gloucestershire and therefore the decision 
could be challenged. 

MP David Laws welcomed the court's de¬ 
cision. He said:"Today's announcement is 
to be welcomed and is a huge boost to the 
people of South Petherton and elsewhere 
in Somerset who rely on and value li¬ 
braries. 

"Our local libraries are an important pub¬ 
lic service, particularly for those who don't 
have access to transport. This is a real blow 
to Somerset County Council. The council 
will need to reconsider its plans and con¬ 
sult more widely with local library users. 

"We now need to talk to the council so 
that we have a proper consideration of 
what could be done to keep South 
Petherton Library open."

Change of policy over youth work 


YOUTH work carried out 
directly by Somerset 
County Council will cease 
next year and other local 
organisations will be paid 
or supported to take over. 

This is the next stage of a 
council decision made 
back in February to reduce 
the youth service budget 
by 75 per cent over three 
years to meet Government 
funding cuts. 

This is in line with the 
approach advocated by the 


Government which be¬ 
lieves that community, vol¬ 
untary and private sector 
organisations are better 
suited to providing it than 
councils. 

Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, Coun¬ 
cillor John Osman, said: 
“Although we do have a 
very effective service, 
times are changing. 

“This will lead to a more 
flexible service which 
towns, villages and neigh¬ 


bourhoods will be able to 
fashion to their needs. The 
Department for Education 
wants this to happen and 
we feel it is the best way 
too. 

“Although Somerset 
County Council will not be 
providing the service di¬ 
rectly after April 1st, it 
does not mean we won’t be 
involved in working with 
young people. There will 
be significant funding for 
organisations providing it 
for us, and we have also 
committed to providing 
grants to community clubs 
in areas that need our help 
most.” 

The council will retain an 
overview of youth services 
and will work with volun¬ 
tary and community 
groups to ensure value for 
money. It will continue to 
directly support schemes 
like the Duke of Edinburgh 
Award, South Somerset 
Motor Project and youth 
equipment store. 

Since April, the council 
has reduced the number of 
its dedicated youth centres 
and community centres 
where it provides youth 
work to 17. 

Councillor Osman 
added: “I have seen this 
year the commitment that 
volunteers and community 
organisations have made to 
the youth clubs no longer 
run by us. We can now ex¬ 
pand that approach to all 
our youth work.”

Blue badge price may increase 

SOMERSET County Council is considering an increase 
in the cost of the Blue Badge parking scheme for peo¬ 
ple with mobility issues, from £2 to £10. The badge is 
issued for three years before renewal and allows users 
to use reserved parking bays, although in pay and dis¬ 
play car parks, a ticket is still required. 

The proposed increase from April 1st 2012 is in re¬ 
sponse to national changes which come into effect 
on January 1 st and the council is asking for public re¬ 
sponse. This would be the first increase in the charge 
for a Blue Badge since 1983. The increased charge 
would cover additional costs the council is facing to 
fund the national production of badges which are 
harder to forge and to set up a database of badge 
holders to tackle misuse.

The traffic stopped and vehicles 
turned off their engines for the two 
minutes’ silence which marked the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day in 
the eleventh month - the end of the 
First World War in 1918. 

The honour of laying the wreath 
fell to Roger Hall, veteran of the 
Royal Scots (Pontius Pilates Body¬ 
guard), RBL chairman Gary Pennels 
gave the exhortation, the Reverend 
Stephen Gray said a prayer, and the 
Kohima Epitaph was spoken by 
John Adkin who was in the Royal 
Navy Fleet Air Arm. 

Mr Pennels said the Kohima had 
renewed feeling for him this year 
after a recent TV documentary on the 


dreadful battle which his father had 
been a part of. The battle of Kohima 
lasted over two months and many 
lives were lost. The words spoken on 
Armistice Day are from the epitaph 
carved on a memorial to the 2nd 
British Division: “When you go 
home, tell them of us and say, for 
their tomorrow,we gave our today.” 

The special 90th anniversary poppy 
pins sold out rapidly and public sup¬ 
port seemed good this year but the 
question still remains in Crewkerne, 
who will carry on the work as the 
veterans increase in age? The club 
has been pleading for new recruits 
for several years to no avail. Mem¬ 
bership is open to anyone and a 
Forces background is not necessary.

with sticks that his tattoo 
was split down the middle. 

“He was deaf in one ear, 
all his teeth were gone and 
he was a complete mess 
mentally. He was in the 
jail for three and half years 
and when he came out he 
was in the hospital for 13 
months. He never married, 
he said he couldn’t expect 
a woman to take him on in 
that state. His back never 
healed, he lived with his 
mother and she greased it 
every day. 

“When he came out all 
the thanks he got was £70 
from the government. He 
would sit on the end of 
Swannage pier and fish, 
just watching the water. 
He was in his early seven¬ 
ties when he died. I know 
he was among millions 
treated the same way. 

“The legion do so much 
to help people like uncle 
Alec now, if people only 
knew the work that goes 
on. Gary our chairman 
does an awful lot with 
SAAFA to help service¬ 
men and women and their 
families. There was a chap 
last year who had come 


out and was sleeping in his 
car, the legion found him a 
place to live. It really wor¬ 
ries me what will happen 
when the veterans that are 
left are no longer here. 
People think we’re all just 
a bunch of old fuddy dud- 
dies who sit around and 
drink beer but we’re not. 
There is still so much hap¬ 
pening, we have put thou¬ 
sands into the Battle Back 
centres to help the injured 
from Afghanistan and 
Iraq. 

“Remembrance Day 
doesnft just happen every 
year, it takes and awful lot 
of work to set up. I want 
families to be proud and 
go into their family history 
and wear the medals of 
their relatives, and remem¬ 
ber what they did for us all 
and join the legion.”

C HARD marked Remembrance Sunday with a pa¬ 
rade of dignitaries and youth groups from the 
Guildhall to the Parish Church of St Mary, where 
a large crowd of residents witnessed the traditional laying 
of wreaths at the war memorial. 

The bugler who sounded the Last Post and Rouse was 
Flight Sergeant Edward Heard from 2381 llminster 
Squadron Air training Corps. The Exhortation was de¬ 
livered by Royal British Legion Chard branch President 
Arthur Helbert and the Reverend Sue Tucker read the 
roll of honour.

A member of the 
Territorial Army it was a sad irony that he 
was now in a wheelchair, not through com¬ 
bat, but because a motorist had pulled out 
in front of him whilst he was riding a mo¬ 
torbike. 

Sergeant Pas who was lorry driver in 
civilian life said it had meant everything to 
him to be at the service: “I told them the 
second day I was in Salisbury, seven weeks 
after the accident that I was going to be 
here and to be in Taunton this morning to 
parade with my mates in the regiment. You 
should have goals in life no matter what 
they are. I could sit and winge and cry and 
complain but when I go to bed my legs are 
not going to work and when I wake up they 
are still not going to work. 

“Up until midnight last night it was touch 
and go if they were going to let me come. 
It’s been great today, everyone has been 
so pleased to see me.”

R ETIRED genetic scientist 
Thomas Carter is a famil¬ 
iar sight around Crewk- 
erne where he has lived for 32 
years. 

Known as Toby, he his is regu¬ 
larly seen with his shopping bag 
or resting on his favourite bench 
in the churchyard. 

Although almost 94 Dr Carter 
walks around the town on a daily 
basis and is always quietly in at¬ 
tendance at the Armistice services 
as a lifetime member of the Royal 
British Legion. 

Quiet and unassuming, he 
played a vital role in the Second 
World War when he was taken 
from his studies at Cambridge 
University, with four of his fel¬ 
lows, for “unknown work” which 
led him to being mentioned in dis¬ 
patches and awarded the military 
OBE by King George VI. 

Dr Carter was born in Dorset, 
his father being in the Navy, was 
based at Portland and he went to 
school in Weymouth. He became 
a member of the royal Air Force 
Volunteer Reserves when he was 
at Cambridge studying natural 
sciences, which led to his doctor¬ 
ate in science and philosophy. 

In 1939, however, it was not his 
flying skills he was recruited for, 
but to work in the highly secret 
world of radar, then known as

range and direction finding 
radio. 

Starting out in Dover, Dr 
Carter spent the war setting 
up radar stations from one 
end of the country to the 
other and at important 
strategic positions wherever 
the troops went. 

In February 1942, 
Squadron Leader Carter 
took over as senior radio of¬ 
ficer in Singapore. As the 
units withdrew to Java as 
the Japanese invaded the is¬ 
land, he was responsible for 
seeing the last remaining 15 
RAF officers and 251 air¬ 
men off the island, before 
leaving himself. 

The ship he left on was 
sunk but he was picked up 
by another passing ship and 
put down on the east coast 
of Sumatra with five others. 
There he had to cross the 
300 mile wide island. Meet¬ 
ing other survivors along 
the way, they managed to 
commandeer a small boat 
for part of the journey, then 
walked until they were 
taken by lorry to the rail¬ 
way. At one point they 
came across some Aus¬ 
tralians who appeared 
pointing their guns, they ad¬ 
mitted to being deserters 
and Squadron Leader 
Carter persuaded them to 
surrender their weapons. 

Two destroyers bound for 
Ceylon had put in for fuel 
and picked up the now 28 
survivors who later trans¬ 
ferred at sea on another ship 
to Colombo where they 
were immediately put to 
work to build another radar 
station with equipment 
found at the dockside. 

Of the 266 RAF radar 
personnel who embarked at 
Singapore, 169 were miss¬ 
ing presumed dead. 

By the end of the war Dr 
Carter was a Wing Com¬ 
mander but found it rather 
amusing that the majority 
of his work was on non-fly¬ 
ing duties. 

He was occasionally 
asked to step into the 
breach when needed, such 
as being told to man the gun 
on a flight to Norway when 
they were short of a gunner. 

He also worked on secret 
coding including the first 
computer in the country 
which filled a whole build¬ 
ing. 

Now in enjoying peaceful 
retirement after working for 
the medical council follow¬ 
ing the war, Dr Carter com¬ 
mented that computers 
were very useful but he had 
no desire to operate any¬ 
thing more technical than 
his TV remote now. 

As a scientist, Dr Carter 
questioned everything and 
despite being the grandson 
of two clerics, does not at¬ 
tend church but he does al¬ 
ways go to the 
Remembrance services. He 
commented: “ I lost a lot of 
friends.”

I have been used to being in the class¬ 
room with four classes I saw regularly so 
I have got to get that contact another 
way, whether it means walking around 
the classrooms, sharing lunch with them 
or having small groups in for chats. 

By Christmas I want to know everyone 
by name and something about them. 

• WHAT do you like about llminster? 
It's a fantastic little place, people have 
been very welcoming, from the children 
and staff to local shopkeepers and the 
PCSOs. People are genuinely very enthu¬ 
siastic about they place they live in, and 
seem happy and fulfilled with what they 
have, I get that from the children too. I 
love the town centre and when I get my 
car MOT I will get it done here, if I need a 
sandwich I will get it from town and I use 
the pubs here. I don't want to be just a 
stranger who pops in to work. 

• WHAT are your keys plans for Swan¬ 
mead? 

I want to look at the curriculum and 
make it innovative and exciting, relevant 
to modern children. A key point is to de¬ 
velop integrated working relationships 
with our feeder schools, especially 
Greenfylde First - we are responsible col¬ 
lectively for the education of the chil¬ 
dren of llminster.

Weight-bearing exercise, which includes 
walking, and eating calcium-rich foods helps to 
strengthen bones. Several prescriptions and 
supplements now on the market have been 


shown to be effective in slowing down the bone- 
loss process and in strengthening the bone that 
still remains. 

Screening is not always readily available on the 
NHS, often unless the patient has already suffered 
a fracture, in which case osteoporosis may already 
be prevalent.

Over 7,500 Mortgage Deals now available 


FOLLOWING last month's 
decision by the Monetary 
Policy Committee to re-in¬ 
troduce their programme 
of Quantitative Easing 
(QE), the expectation is 
that we are unlikely to see 
further intervention until 
the effects of this can be 
assessed. 

As a consequence the 
base rate has remained 
unchanged and the level 
of new money injected 
into the economy 
through the purchase of 
assets including govern¬ 
ment bonds remains at 
£275bn. 

The Eurozone crisis con¬ 
tinues without a real reso¬ 
lution on the horizon and 
appears to be deteriorat¬ 
ing, with Italy now the 
main sovereign debt con¬ 
cern of the markets al¬ 
though the proposed 
Greece bailout has yet to 
be ratified. 

In spite of all of the in¬ 


ternational bad news and 
continued weakness in 
consumer confidence in 
the UK, the mortgage 
market has remained re¬ 
markably resilient. Al¬ 
though overall new 
mortgage activity in Oc¬ 
tober was down by 
around 10% compared to 
September, remortgage 
borrower numbers have 
increased by almost 9%. 

Mortgage product pric¬ 
ing remains at all time low 
levels in October, with 
Moneyfacts reporting the 
average 2 year fixed rate 
as 4.22% and the average 
5 year fixed rate has re¬ 
duced further to 4.73%. 
This appears to have en¬ 
couraged increasing 
numbers of remortgage 
borrowers to take advan¬ 
tage of current pricing. 

October witnessed over¬ 
all mortgage product 
numbers increasing, hav¬ 
ing reduced a little in Sep¬ 


tember they returned to 
levels similar to August, 
Brokers currently have ac¬ 
cess to around 7,500 
deals, over 50% more 
products than in the same 
period last year.

els of toxins in a car can be up to 23 times higher 
than in a smoky bar. 

But if these health issues are not enough to per¬ 
suade smokers to stub out their in-car habit, then 
perhaps a hit on their wallet will.

Make sure your windshield wipers are in good shape 
and ready to stand up to whatever winter throws at 
them. Replace them if needed. Be sure you windshield 
wiper fluid is filled and ready to go. Do not use just 
water, as it can freeze. 

3. Check to ensure both your defroster and 
heater are working properly. 

4. Check your battery and confirm it is corrosion free. 
Also, confirm your power steering and brakes fluids 
are topped off. 

5. Check all your car's belts and hoses to ensure they 
are in good shape. 

6. Ensure your tires are properly inflated and if you 
live somewhere that gets severe winter weather, you 
might want to get snow tires put on. Snow tires give 
far better traction than regular or all season tires. 

7. Be sure your anti-freeze is the right mixture. For 
cold climates, it should be half water and half anti¬ 
freeze. Some anti-freeze comes premixed, read the 
label carefully. 

8. Keep your gas tank as full as possible during the 
cold weather to help prevent freezing of the gas lines. 

9. Salt and ice can be hard on the exterior of your car. 


Before winter sets in, give it a good waxing to help 
protect its paint. 

10. Check all your lights to make sure none are burnt 
out and all are working properly. Replace any that are 
dim or expired. 

11. Be sure your spare tire is full and ready to be used 
if needed. 

12. Have a fully stocked Emergency kit in your car at 
all times. You emergency kits should include: 

- a blanket or two 

- extra gloves, socks and hat 

- an extra set of clothes 
-an ice scraper 

- hard candies 

- a couple of bottles of water 

- a few granola/energy bars 
-flashlight 

-flares 

- jumper cables 
-a small tool kit 
-tire chains 

-a jack 
-first aid kit 

- a bag of cat litter or sand (To put under tires to add 
traction if needed) 

- a candle and a can to put it in 

- matches 

-a small shovel

Government must act on fuel duty 


THE GOVERNMENT must 
heed the advice of its own MPs 
and overhaul its fuel duty pol¬ 
icy to avoid doing further dam¬ 
age to the industry and the 
economy, warns the Freight 
Transport Association (FTA). 

During yesterday's four-hour 
debate in the House of Com¬ 
mons, Chloe Smith, the Eco¬ 
nomic Under Secretary to the 
Treasury, heard how high fuel 


prices have damaged busi¬ 
nesses and communities, re¬ 
stricted economic growth, hurt 
motorists and stoked inflation 
and unemployment across the 
country. MPs told how hauliers 
and businesses in their con¬ 
stituencies have suffered at the 
hands of the highest rates of 
fuel duty in the EU and strug¬ 
gled to remain competitive and 
solvent, citing evidence from 


the FTA and other organisa¬ 
tions. One such MP who spoke 
during this particularly busy 
backbench session was Conser¬ 
vative MP Caroline Nokes 
(Romsey and Southampton 
North) who said: ’I met this 
morning with the FreightTrans- 
port Association who tell me 
that this (fuel price rise) has had 
a crippling effect on the logis¬ 
tics industry, whose business 


viability is determined by the 
price of fuel and for whom even 
the smallest rise makes a mas¬ 
sive difference. 1 

Calls for substantive meas¬ 
ures, including scrapping the 
fuel duty rises planned for 2012 
and introducing a fuel duty sta¬ 
biliser, were made from either 
side of the House and at the 
end of the debate the 'ayes' had 
it in a unanimous show of ap¬ 
proval for the motion. 

While Ms Smith said she had 
listened, FTA will be working 
hard with its partners in the Fair 
Fuel Campaign to turn warm 
words into government action 
ahead of the Chancellor's au¬ 
tumn statement expected at 
the end of November. 

Theo de Pender, FTA's CEO, 
said: "The enthusiastic political 
support for our motion reflects 
emotions felt by businesses and 
motorists around the country 
with the high cost of filling a 
fuel tank a truly national con¬ 
cern and one that is inextricably 
linked to our economy's health. 

"Thanks to tremendous sup¬ 
port for our campaign from in¬ 
dustry, MPs and the public, the 
government has now heard first 
hand how high levels of fuel tax 
have not just hurt an industry 
beset by redundancies and in¬ 
solvencies, but actually reduced 
the amount of revenue taken 
by the Treasury. 

"Clearly, the instinct to raise 
taxes to fill a massive budget 
deficit heaps more cost pres¬ 
sure on business and stymies 
economic growth and must be 
suppressed. We have achieved 
a new level of engagement 
with MPs on this issue, but gov¬ 
ernment needs to act now to 
kickstart our economy; scrap¬ 
ping the fuel duty rises planned 
for 2012 would be an excellent 
start."

I visited Honiton to take in their game against visi¬ 
tors, Pirates Amateurs, thinking that I might come 
across one or two old chums. 

I saw no one I knew and had to endure jibes from 
the home faithful as Honiton scored the best part of 
50 points without reply in the first half. 

I should have watched Chard play Hornets! 

To look on the bright side however; it was just as 
well that I had made no plans to visit CREWKERNE for 
they were awarded a walkover by visitors TOR and 
did not get their knees dirty.

HOW better could one spend a fine Saturday after¬ 
noon than to join a big partisan crowd and, after a 
minute's silence, watch a full-on, abrasive, top-of- 
the-table clash, between two good sides? 

In fact Chard were not at their best initially and, al¬ 
though Ben Stead got over the visitors' line after 15 
minutes' play before being pulled back for a forward 
pass, his side were rather second best throughout 
the first period.

horseracing: Digger dishes out jumping lesson to rivals 


AN AMAZING display of jumping was how Bob 
Buckler described Double Dizzy's performance 
at Cheltenham last Friday writes Stuart Broom. 

The 10-year-old, although beaten into third 
place after turning for home in the lead, pro¬ 
duced an exhilarating round of jumping in the 
Glenfarclas Cross Country Chase over all but four 
miles that had jockey Andrew Glassonbury de¬ 
claring "I've never ridden a horse that has 
jumped so perfectly all the way round. He was 
brilliant." 

The cross country course run on the inside of 
the normal Cheltenham course combines a mix¬ 
ture of 32 different types of obstacles from tim¬ 
ber poles to ditches and banks and a replica of 
the Canal Turn fence at Aintree, and is a good 
test of a horses ability to jump different types of 
fences. 

Glassonbury had Digger, as he is affection¬ 
ately called at home, always up near the front, 
and after jumping the third last took a two 
length lead. 

Eventual winner Uncle Junior and odds-on 
favourite Garde Champetre, who has won five 


times in his 11 races over this course, joined him 
in a row as they jumped the last, and they finally 
got the better of Buckler's horse. 

A delighted Buckler said: "What an amazing 
display of jumping! He didn't put a foot wrong 
and made ground over his rivals at every fence. 

"So good was his jumping that I had people 
who I have never met coming up to me over the 
Friday and Saturday at the course congratulat¬ 
ing me and saying what a superb display of 
jumping it was. 

A little disappointed that he was beaten on the 
run in, Buckler added:" He was beaten by two 
good horses, but I've noticed before at Chel¬ 
tenham that sometimes coming up the hill at 
the finish he gets distracted; I don't know if it is 
the noise of the crowd. 

"He may well go over the cross country course 
at Cheltenham in December and next March, 
and end his season at Punchestown in April. 

"He is rated at 110 and was racing against 
Garde Champetre with a rating of 156, and only 
getting 61b in that race, so a handicap race will 
give him a better chance. 


"In the meantime he will go back to hunting 
as he doesn't like normal training methods and 
gets fed up, and I might try him ina3V4 mile race 
at Fontwell which has plenty of sharp turns." 

There was disappointment however on Sun¬ 
day when Sulpius was pulled up in the Ocasan 
- Not All Heroes Wear Capes Novices' Handicap 
Hurdle at Fontwell in which Buckler was expect¬ 
ing him to go close. 

"I can't understand it; he ran an appalling race 
and there appears no real reason for it. I was ex¬ 
pecting him to go close but he was beaten a 
long way from home. 

"Admittedly the ground was horrible and only 
four of the ten finished, and maybe he doesn't 
act on real heavy ground. 

"There's nothing obvious as to why and we will 
run some blood test to check him out." 

Malin Head had his first run for more than 18 
months in the racinglottery.co.uk Novices' Hur¬ 
dle (Division 2) at Exeter and finished a disap¬ 
pointing ninth. 

"He needed a run, but I didn't realise he needed 
that much," said Buckler. "Having not run for so 


long he is obviously quite fat inside, as happens 
with any human or animal that hasn't exercised 
properly for so long. He jumped and trevelled 
well and the run will do him good, but we now 
need to work on him more." 

Johns Gift on the same card was also disap¬ 
pointing in the Standish Family Anniversary 
Handicap Chase where Buckler expected him to 
go quite close. As it was he made a couple of 
blunders, one very bad one which almost 
pitched jockey Andrew Thornton off and 
knocked the stuffing out of the horse. 

"He is usually a brilliant jumper, but he does 
have a tendency to look around and sometimes 
misses a fence out, so we might well experiment 
with blinkers or cheek pieces." 

There is good news about Baron Sutton who 
it was thought might have strained a tendon on 
his debut at Wincanton recently that suggested 
he may be out for the season. 

Buckler reported that in fact there is no dam¬ 
age to the tendon, but he does have some super¬ 
ficial fluid around the joint which should only 
sideline him for a couple of weeks.

as Ilminster A, Lyme Bantams and Chard United 
travel to Drimpton, Forton Rangers Reserves 
and Millwey Rise Reserves. 

Back to league affairs and three intriguing 
Premier division clashes. 

Even at this early(ish) stage of the season it 
would seem as though Perry Street must target 
a win against West & Middle Chinnock if they 
are to be playing top-division football next sea¬ 
son. 

At the other end of the table Winsham United 
could move to within a point of the top three 
with victory over a Combe Reserves'team that 
has shipped 15 goals in it's three games away 
from Slades Cross. 

In the day's other game Merriott Rovers, with 
two goal less draws in their last three games, 
looked to have put their early season defensive 
frailties behind them. 

This could be put to the test tomorrow against 
a Farway United side whose lowly league posi¬ 
tion belies a competetive edge that looks cer¬ 
tain to carry them up the table.

Norton seem to be struggling to put a settled 
side out this season. On their day the Norts 
could run tomorrow's opponents Forton 
Rangers close. 

But a shortage of numbers will see Forton 
squeeze back into the promotion places. 

In the only game in Division Two it's difficult 
to see anything other than a Dowlish & Donyatt 
win from their trip to Hinton. 

With the Daisy Hutchings cup taking prefer¬ 
ence Divison Three takes a day off. 

Meanwhile, in Division four Chard Rangers Re¬ 
serves have a great opportunity to clamber 
away from the wooden spoon position when 
they entertain an Uplyme Reserves side that has
